His words, said the president of 
Dartmouth College where the Prime 
Minister was a guest, constituted 
“perhaps the straightest statement 
ever made in friendship and peace- 
time by a chief of government to 
another friendly nation.”

TORONTO (CP) A British 
scientist says North America 
and Western Europe may be 
slowly sliding into a 25-year per 
fod of poor weather 

For Canada this might mean 
little more than win 
ters.” 

Prof. Gordon Manley, of the 
University of London's geogra- 
phy department, said it appears 
that countries on both sides of 
the Atlantic have reached a peak 
in a 25-year climb toward bet 
ter weather with warmer, 
longer summers. 

Now, he said, may be the time 
to cross the hump -and ‘start 
sliding downhill again 

Prof. Manley is among 1,200 
delegates from 56 countries at 
tending a two-week assembly 
of the International Union of 
Geodesy and Geophysics

Wong Ah Mai, like thousands 
of immigrants from China, was 
a housemaid or arnah. She be 
longed to the elite of the amahs.

Death houses here thrive on 
them because these women 
have no relatives. They never 
die in their place of employ 
ment if it can be avoided. They 
often rent a cubicle in a Chinese 
house to spend days when they 
have no work. But they never 
die there. The owners won't al 
low it, consigering that bad 
luck y 

When they feel death is near, 
they go or are taken to the 
death houses. There attendants 
give them a cot in a stall and 
for a fee feed and care for them 
until they die. The fee also in 
cludes a brass band for the fu 
neral and a coffin which is 
made across the street.
